THE MAYORALTY OF JERUSALEM 


Appointment Awaiting Lord Gort's 
Decision ? 


The Palestine Government has not yct taken any 
decision on the appoimtment of a Mayor for Jeru- 
calem im succession to the late Mustapha Bry 
Khalidi, and provisional arrangements for the 


administration of the Municipality are to continue 


for the time being, reports the J.T.A. 

After the death of the Mayor, the Jewish Deputy 
Mayor. Mr. Danicl Auster, recetved a letter from 
Mr J. V. W. Shaw. Chief Secretary of the Palestine 
Government, instructing him to conduct the current 
business of the Municipality as Acting Mayor. 
The Arab Councillors. however, approached the 
Britikh authorities, demanding categorically the 
immediate appointment of a siath Arab Councillor 
and of an Arab Mayor. Otherwise, they threatened, 
they would boycott the work of the Municipality. 
Their demand was vigorously supported in the 
Arad pres, 

Replying to this campaign, the Hebrew news- 
papers have published articles insisting on the right 
of the Jews to provide the Mayor, since the Jews 
constitute the majority of both the inhabitants and 
the taxpayers. The Hebrew newspapers further sug- 
geet that the city should be divided into separate and 
mdependently admunistered Jewish and Arab 
sections, in case the demand for a Jewish Mayor ts 
not granted . 

No decion will be taken by the Palestine Govern- 
ment in this matter until Lord Gort, the ocw High 
Commissioner, has arrived. and has acquamied 
himself with the <ituation, the J.T.A. states that 
it learns from an authoritative source. 


DR. WEIZMANN’S 70th BIRTHDAY 
J.N.F. Golden Book Inscription 


A world-wide tribute to Dr. Chaim Wermann, 
Presidem of the Zionist Organisation and the Jewish 
Agency for Palestine, is being organised by the 
headquarters of the Jewish National Fund in Jeru- 
ealem on the occasion of his 70th birthday on 
Novermber 277 

The tribute will take the form of a universal 
inscription in the Golden Book of the Keren 
Kayemet with contributions from Jewish organisa- 
tions and individuals all over the world. A special 
drive for this inscription has already been launched 
in Canada, and other countries are expected to 
follow sit.

JEWISH AGENCY 
RESCUE WORK 


Infamous Restriction of White 
Paper 


There is a danger Of an impasse developing in 
regard to the present position of Jewish immigration 
into Palestine, Mr. Moshe Shertok declared, when 
he and Mr. E. Debkin (Director of the Immugration 
Department of the Jewish Agency) addressed a 
press conference last week. : 

The conference was called principally to acquarnt 
the press representatives with the work of rescuc as 
seen from the angle of the Jewish Agency. 

Although, said Mr. Shertok, the total of mmmugra- 
tion permits allowed by the White Paper of 1939 
had by no means been exhausted, the actual position 
was that unless the present practice was changed, 
all further immigration might well be at a stand- 
still, The only certain exceptions would be those 
limited numbers of Jews in various Countries who 
were already in possession of valid permits, but 
whose immigration had been held up by difficulties 
of transport, Of these, it was hoped that the Iberian 
contingent, which was the largest, would soon be 
shipped. 

With regard to all other would-be immigrants, 
the position was governed by a recent decision of 
the Government to devote the balance of permits 
due under the White Paper to the admission of 
fugitives from enemy and enemy-occupied countrics 
‘in practice from Hungary and the Balkans), and 
(oO withhold admission from other Jews, including 
those in countries liberated from the Axis. 

To maimtam, said Mr. Shertok, the present 
decision in these circumstances was. to .—precipitate 
the complete stoppage of Jewish immigration, even 
m advance of the nunicrical limit laid down by 
the White Paper. 

The mam groups of would-be immigrants imme- 
diaicly concerned were those in htherated Italy. the 
Aden Protectorate, and Turkey. To-morrow, 
France was sure to be added to the list. -The Low 
Countries would be another case in pomt 


The Scandal Of Mauritius 


Mention must here be made of the case of 1,500 
Jews suffering for the fourth year the indignity and 
hardsinp of exile, internment, and enferced idle- 
ness, mm the unwholecsome climate of Mauritius, for 
no other reason than that they managed to escape 
from the Nazi ipferno and reach the shores’ of 
Palestine in good time before the wholesale murders 
in Europe had sect in. 

For nearly four years the White Paper of 1939 


has operated as an additional obstacle, superimposed | 


on the difficulties inherent in the war situation. 
in paralysing the mitiative and obstructing = the 
effort to rescue European Jews from their impending 
doom, 

The Jewish Agency, said Mr. Shertok, believes 
that the Jewish people, which has suffered such 
mmense losses through mass annihilation in 
Europe, without the world outside being able to 
prevent the catastrophe, was entitled to claim every 
reasonable facility for the elimination of avoidable 
suffering. which saps the strength and clouds. the 
future of its surviving members. The Jewish Agency 
had pledged iis uncompromising opposition to the 
White Paper of 1939. It could not now but deeply 
deplore the prolongation. of preventible hardship 
caused by the application of this pernicious policy.

them very promising ones. Again, the research 
budgets which they allotied were much too small. 

The various essential plans which they had in 
mind for the expansion of the Wniversity. proper 
required, said Dr. Senator, a capital expenditure of 
half a million pounds, while the expansion of the 
annual budget would be from some £185,000 in the 
year 1944-45. to some £325,000 in seven years’ time. 
This did not include the cost of the extension of the 
Hadassah hospital (a quarter of a million pounds) 
and the University residential quarter for the Unij- 
versity and Hadassah academic and non-academic 
staffs for which some £250,000 to £300,000 would be 
required. These amounts would, however, he said, 
have to be provided in an ordinary commercial way 
by mortgd@ges and by the people themscives. 

“ This University development,” he concluded, 
“is of extreme importance for Palestine and in 
particular for Jerusalem, because the University will 
be the focal institution of Jewish Jerusalem, what- 
ever the political future of the country may be.‘ The 
creation of a new Jewish model suburb, systemati- 
cally and beautifully laid out with all the necessa 
amenities, in which a number of educational inst 
tutions connected with the University may be con- 
centrated, will not only add to Jewish Jerusalem an 
important new feature, but will also have its 
significance from the economic point of view in any 
post-war planning of Jewish Palestine and of 

Jerusalem in particular.” |

SPECULATIONS ON POST-WAR 
PALESTINE 


Change Of Status ? 


The British-American-Russian Security Confer- 
ence conducted at Dumbarton Oaks may lead to a 
change in the status of Palestine, the J.T.A. states 
that it learns from a high authority in Washington. 

The news agency adds that it was told that the 
Mandate system in Palestine may be cxapeciedLto be 
replaced by a joint trusteeship of the United Nations 
which will facilitate Jewish mmigration into Pales- 
tine: as well as the establishment of the Jewish 
National Home 

In the meantime it was announced that the 
American Palestine Committee; which represents 
4.000 leaders of American public opinion, has sent 
a telegram to -President Roosevelt, asking him to 
secure the issue Of Palestine immigration certificates 
to Jews in Hungary. 


GUARANTEE OF PALESTINE’S 
INTEGRITY 


American N.Z.0.’s Memorandum | 


A memorandum suggesting that the territorial 
integrity of Palestine should be guaranteed by the 
United Nations, was submitted by the New Zionist 
Organisation in New York to the Security Confer- 
ence held by the representatives of Great Britain, 
the United States, and the Soviet Union at Dum- 
barton Oaks. 

The memorandum further demands that a mass 
transfer of Jews from Europe to Palestine should 
be organised if they s@ desire, and that this transfer 
be assisted financially . through initerhauional 
loan granted to the Jewish people. 

Thirdly, the memorandum says that reparation 
payments to be made by Axis countries to the Jews 
should be used solely for the building up of Pales- 
tine; and, fourthly, that the Palestine Mandate 
should be replaced by*an international guardian- 
ship and that the Jewish people should be entrusted 
with its administration, 


MEXICO SUPPORTS JEWISH 
COMMONWEALTH 


Pro-Palestine Committee Formed 


That the Mexican Government will support the 
Zionist demand for the establishment of a Jewish 
Commonwealth in Palestine, was reported by Dr. 
Nahum Goldmann, member of the Jewish Agency 
Executive, on his return to New York from Mexico 
recently, states a J.T.A. message. 

During his stay in Mexico, Dr. Goldmann was 
received by the Foreign Secretary, Senor Ezckiel 
Padilla, and by the Secretary of the Interior, Senor 
Migucl Aleman. “ Both assured me that Mexico 
is mm full accord with Zionist aspirations and will 
support wholeheartedly the restoration of the 
Jewish Commonwealth in Palestine,’ Dr. Gold- 
mann said. A Mexican Pro-Palestine Committee

To Allies 


lt is reliably reported that the Jewish Agency 
Executive has approached the British, United Stare 
and Soviet Governments regarding the possihi|iy 
of transferring the Palestine Immigration and Rescue 
Office in Istanbul to Bucharest and Sofia as won 
as is feasible, cables our Jerusalem corresponden: 
Permission has also been asked to organise Jewish 
immigration from Rumania, especially from those 
areas that have now been liberated by the Red Army 

One of the first requests to reach Jerusalem {or 
immigration certificates came from Botoshani. A 
party of Jewish Socialists there sent a memorandum 
signed by B. Kauffman explaining that the displace. 
ment of the Jews from their various cconomic pur. 
suits during the Antonescu regime had ied to the 
complete destitution of the entire community. The 
only solution now Icft to them was rehabilitation 
in Palestine. 

The British Government's new ruling regarding 
immigration to Palestine is that certificates may’ be 
granted only to refugees escapmg from cnemy 
countries, [t is not yet clear in this connection 
what is the status of Rumania and Bulgaria. 

Whether the Government will permit the usc of 
the remaining 14,000 certificates under the White 
Paper quota for these Jews who have suffered so 
bitterly under the Nazi regime, and “whether the 
Soviet authorities will permit any Jews to lcave 
ierritory which the Red Army has newly liberated 
it will be recalled that the Soviet Union did not 
allow Jews to leave Russia for abroad—are p:ob- 
lems which still require clarification.

Bessarabian Jewry’s Unspeakable 
Torment 


Not a single Jew was left in Kishinev, Soroki, 
Beitsi, Khotin, Ackerman, Lipkany, Markulesty, 
or indeed in any of those towns of Bessarabia where 
the Jews used to be in a@ majority, when the Red 
Acmy liberated the territory a few months ago, 

For three years the Rumanians werg masters of 
Soroki. They destroyed large numbers of houses, 
sractically razing the whole Jewish district. The 
streets were paved with Jewish gravestones. This 
practice Of removing gravestones from Jewish 
cemeteries to pave the streets seems to have been 
eeneral throughout Bessarabia. 
~ In Markulesty, the streets were bare, the houses 
wo ruins, razed and gutted. The old bazaar was 
deserted; the little stores and booths demolished 
In the attics of the houses were nests of wild owls 
It was a dead town 

There were several thousand Jews in Markulesty 
before the war. An old Moldavian from a near-by 
village told the (ragic story of Markulesty to 
liva Konstantinovsky, whom he accompanied on a 
tour of the town. He stopped at almost every door, 
and pointing with his stick at a small mound sau, 
“ There are the graves of Jews killed by Kumanians 
in 1941, They were killed in their own houses and 
buried in front of their own doors, or in. their 
yards. They were buried exactly as they were when 
they were killed, just pushed into the graves. Whole 
families were killed, old men, together with their 
little grandchildren, who had been playing in the 
streets when the Rumanian soldiers came to fetch 
hem.” 

From what I have seen and have been told,” 
Konstantinovsky says, “ the same thing happened 
not only in Markulesty, but everywhere, wherever 
the Rumanians and the Germans were in occupa- 
wo in Bessarabia.” 


Killed Or Deported 


Those who were not killed on the spot were 
deported to the Jewish reservation in Transnistria. 
That meant a really terrible journey. Processions of 
Jews wound their way, hungry, emaciated, and 
weary. Mostly they were old men, women, and 
children, guarded. by Remanian soldicrs, trudging 
along under the scorching sun, or in heavy down- 
pours of rain. They were not allowed to stop at 
any village to rest; they were not allowed to lag 

ind. or to drink, When Grinutsky, the Director 
of the Jewish school, left the column for a minute 
to scoop up a little water from the gutter to drink, 
he was shot by a Rumanian soldier, even before he 
could lift his hand to his mouth. Those who lagged 
behind, overcome by fatigue, were shot. The rest 
of the people in the procession saw what happened, 
and knew that the same fate awaited them too. 

For three long months, they would trudge in 
this way along the Dniester until they reached 
Transfistria. Mothers carried dead babies in their 
arms. old men, too exhausted to walk any further, 
took leave of their dear ones, and deliberately 
stopped behind, waiting to be shot by the guard. 

Marva Chobotar, a peasant woman, of Bershad, 
who saw these columns of death on the march, 
told this story to Konstaninovsky. .“ One little 
girl, all skin and bomes,”’ she said, “ waved her 
kinny hand piteously, begging for water. I had 
sametimes managed without being seen—for if one 
were caught it meant death—-to put out a basket of 
‘(ood on the road, or a pail of water, so that some 
of the poor people could snatch a bite or take a 
nasty drink as they passed.”

It amounts to the abolition of 
il! restrictions against Jews whether of a political, 
neral, or police character, including the wearing of 
“ns, prohibitions against their movements in cer- 
‘un Places, and restrictions on their professions. 

' The Commissariat for Jewish airs is to be 
dusolved. 

~ On August 24, the Minister of the Interior 
‘ccerved the newly appointed Jewish Executive 
Council together with its full staff, headed by 
Reserve Colonel Tadzher, and informed them of 
‘ne Government's decisions regarding the Jewish 
guestion, 

The members of the Council expressed their 
gicat satisfaction and declared their allegiance as 
subjects to the Bulgarian State, an allegiance which 
they had never ceased to feel even inthe ntost diffi- 
vult. days.” 

Armistice Terms 

A special clause demanding that the Government 
grant equal rights to all citizens is to be mcluded 
im the Allied armistice terms for Bulgaria, it is 
‘eported from Cairo. 

Mr. Ira Hirschmann, representative of the

FIFTY LUBLIN SURVIVORS 
German C.O.’s Admissions 


Only SO Jewish survivors have been found in the 
city of Lublin in the course of an investigation 


-conducted by the Poluh Committee of National 


Liberation. A special Jewish Committee for the 
registration of surviving Jews has been set op. in 
the whole of the Lubim district about 1.000 Jews 
have registcred with the committee and it is believed 
that the number may imerease to 2,500 

Dr. Emil Sommerstein, Jewish member of the 
Polish Committee of National Liberation, estimated 
that not more than 100,000 Jews have survived the 
extermination in Poland. Lwow. he 
said, there were 2.000 Jews left. 300 survivors were 
found Arassek: 250 in Chelm: 200 in Lukow: 
150 m Wilodawa: 100 each in Zamosc and Siedice 
and 30 in Jarosiaw, There were many thousands 
still im villages and in the woods with whom the 
Jewish Committee in Lublin had not yet been able 
to get into touch 

A few months ago about 6.000 Jewish mechanics 
were still employed as slave labourers in German 
war piants in Cracow, Dr. Sommerstcin stated 
About .2,000 Jews had been reported to be still alive 
in Czestochowa, and according to unconfirmed 
rumours, there 1s still a Jewtsh population of about 
8.000 in. Warsaw 


Extermination Camp 


Confirmation of the indescribable <iaughter that 
took place im the extermination camp at Lubiin 
is to be found im a letter to the Red Army Command 
from Li; General Milmar Moser. former German 
commanding officer of the Lubiin area, who is now 
a prisoncr in Russian hands. The leticr was pub- 
lished in the Moscow press and has been extensively 
quoted in British newspapers to which it was sent 
by B.UP. 

Referring to the camp, General Moser writes: 

“ We in Lublin called it the Jewish camp, because 
mostly Jews were kept there 

“In the winter of 1943-44 a great number of 
people in the camp were destroyed. and, to my 
1, women and children were among 
them 

“ The number killed reached hundreds of thou- 
sands. Some were shot and some were gassed 

was told several times that people doomed to 
death had to do extremely heavy work. 

“ I learned with indignation that prisoners were 
tortured before being killed. 

“ Last spring innumerable corpses were exhumed 
and burned in special furnaces to cover up the traces 
of the crimes committed on Hitler's orders. 

“ The confirmation of the fact that the activities 
of the extermination camp were directed by the 
Hitlerite Government is that during the summer of 
1943 Himmler visited the camp.” 


POLISH JEWS IN THE USSR. 
Organising Committee Established 


An organising committee of Polish Jews who fled 
from occupied Poland in 1939-1941, and who are 
now living in the Soviet Union, has been set up in 
Moscow, on the initiative of a group of Jewish 
public and cultural workers from Poland 
_ This commitiee is not a party organisation, nor 
is M@ a department of the Polish Committee of 
National Liberation. It is a public organisation 
of Polish Jews in the U.S.S_R.. and includes promi- 
nent and experienced public workers representing 
the various political camps 

Among the ‘members of the commitice are: Dr 
Emil Sommerstein. former Chairman of the Jewish 
Parliamentary Club in Poland (Sejm), member of! 
the Polish. Committee of National Liberation 
Director of the Department for War Indemnities, 
and member of the central Zionist movement in 


Poland: Dr. Leon Shuldenfrai, former Dean of- 


Cracow Lawyers’ Union, and head of the Polish 
Juridical Bureau of the Presidium of the Polish 
Committee of National Liberation: Rabbi Stein- 
berg, the Rabbi of Grodno, member of the Nationa! 
Council of Poland: Major Hershenkor. Chief of 
the Polish garrison of Lublin; Rabbi Leib Shche- 
katsh; and Major Julian. Finkelstein, Chief of the 
Polish Officers’ School 

The committee aims at creating a non-partisan 
representation of Polish Jewry: at organising 
Polish Jews in the Soviet Union and establishing 
contact with Jews who have survived in Poland A 
programme of activities has been outliried. 

The Polish Committee of National Liberation has 
already initiated welfare work for the Jews who 
have survived the German extermination campaigns 

Under the supervision of Dr. Sommerstein, a 
Jewish Bureau has been established. Dr. Sommer- 
stein has revealed that out of 3,500,000 Jews in the 
country before the war, over 500,000 were saved 
by the Russians between 1939-1941. About $0,000 
were evacuaied to America, Britain, and Palestine. 
According to Dr. Sommerstein’s estimate, 3,000,000 
Jews have been killed, 1,000,000 of them in 
Maidanek (Lublin).

OUR BROTHERS IN RUSSIA 


SOON after the entry of Russia into the war, a twenty- 
year alliance was concluded between her and Great Britain. 
Almost concurrently with this act of far-sighted and realistic 
statesmanship there arose a desire on the part of some of 
the Jews of this country to revive those contacts with ther 
Russian brethren which in the years before the last war 
had proved se spiritually fruitful but across which the 
general atmosphere of political’ misunderstandings and 
estrangements had stood like a wall during the two decades 
of European “ armistice.” Evidence of this desire for the 
restoration of fraternal relationship was provided by the 
creation of the Jewish Fund for Soviet Russia, and 
undoubtedly the feeling was reflected and encouraged by 
the visit to these shores, under the auspices of the J.F.S.R., 
of those two distinguished Russian coreligionists, Professor 
Mixnoets and Colotel Ferrer. Not very much has been 
heard publicly on the subject. A letier trom a corre- 
spondent this week, however, pleads that the Jewish I und, 


which he describes as to-day “the only link between the 


Jews of Britain and the Soviet Union,” should not be 
allowed to go out of existence, as envisaged, at the end 
of this month. Here is some indication at least that the 
matter has not entirely passed from the communal thoughts 
and it should redirect general attention to tis very con- 
siderable importance | 

Nothing will be lost, and everything gained, by a frank 

examination of the situation. Old prejudices die hard. 
Have the Jews of this country ecntirely got rid of them? 
There is. on the economic side, still a considerable residue 
of the dislike of Communism and the fear of its propagation 
from Moscow. This kind of opinion usually takes no account 
of the remarkable, if gradual, change which has come over 
that political creed in Russia. under the mellowing 
influence of hard experience, the hardest experience, surely, 
that any people established as a nation on its own soil 
has ever had to endure. Nor does it grasp the by now old 
: but crucial fact that there is no longer pursued by Russia 
any systern of militant export of that policy to foreign 
lands as im the days gone by. 
still fight shy of a closer association with the Jews of a 
country in. which religion has been held up to ridicule 
and otherwise subjected to contemptuous assault as ~ dope” 
for the ignorant populace. But in this respect, too, a 
salutary change has come over the scene. The attacks 
have ceased, and it may be noted that in the crucible fires 
of suffering through which that great nation has passed 
the Russian Church has demonstrated by its loyalty. that 
the old denunciation of it as the enemy of the State has 
lost whatever validity it ever possessed. This was strikingly 
evidenced not long ago by the invitation extended by 
the Russian Churches to the Archbishop of York to visit 
them. The support and encouragement of such an invitation 
would have been inconceivable by the Soviet Government 
of twenty years ago.. The crowded. congregations from 
time to time seen in the Russian Synagogues are a clear 
indication that the old feeling for Judaism survives and 
suggests that in the more genial atmosphere now prevailing 
even the youth, formerly so notable as absentees, may 
return to the fold, 

It may be urged by some who still feel hesitantly about 
this matter that the proposal for brotherly contacts is now 
too late, that it might have struck sympathetic chords in 
the hearts of a proportion of the Jews in this country a 
generation ago, men and women still largely of Russian 
Origin, but that it can awaken no particular response in

in other centres of Jewry—requires it as surely as certain 
flowers need the pollen from other blooms. The Jews in 
Russia, on the other hand, may well draw from cultural and 
material contacts with their brethren in the Western world 
knowledge for which they and their progressive fellow- 
citizens notoriously hunger. Long ago, when the word 
came from Russia that “ Peace was indivisible,” the indica- 
tion was plain that the Russian. people had been foremost 
in grasping the really essential problem of mankind. The

They owe 
that. duty to themselves, and they owe it to their fellow- 
men. These commanding obligations could not have been 
absent from the minds of those who, perhaps moved by the 
Archbishop's Russian visit, have suggested that the Chief 
Rabbi should carry to the Jews of the Soviet Union the 
greetings of their British brethren, and perhaps not to the 
Jews alone. No one, of course, can more fully or more 
unquestionably represent Anglo-Jewry on such an occasion. 
But this object could possibly be most effectively achieved 
if Dr. Hertz’s visit could be preceded by that of a dele- 
gation specifically representative of Anglo-Jewry, a delega- 


hon compdsed of Anglo-Jews with some real claim to dis- | 


uunction—certainly not of fifth-rate nobodies or communal 
windbags. This delegation could cover wider stretches of 
the great Russian spaces than would be possible even for 
the most vigorous single individual, could get into touch 
with more people, and collect and bring back the views and 
grectings of our Russian ‘brethren, thus laying the founda- 
tions for that bridge of brotherly contacts which is so much 
to be desired. The delegation would be enly one of several, 
perhaps miany, others of national significance which have 
set out and will set out on the same mission of bridge- 
building between the two great democracies. Let wus, as 
Jews, strive to make our contribution to this indispensable 
foundational work for a better world for mankind. 


ARMISTICE TERMS 


THe authoritative announcement we publish this week, that 
the armistice terms for Germany and her satellites will include 
a clause forbidding racial and religious discrimination iff any 
form against members of their populations will be received with 
the liveliest satisfaction not only by Jews but also by all lovers of 
freedom and haters of injustice. It has deeper significance 
than appears on the surface, for it stamps the minorities

is a warning not to trust this motive too far. It cannot he 
forgotten that the satellite peoples have for years been soaked 
in Nazi anti-Jewish propaganda. Moreover, -in al! these 
countries, and even in States like Belgium and Holland. there 
existed, even before the war, influential anti-Semitic agiiations 
and movements. 


WOLVES IN SHEEP'S CLOTHING. 


Ir was generally accepted, though less is heard about i 
nowadays, that one of the first steps to be taken, when the 
opportunity came, would be to round up the Fascist, pro-Nazi, 
anti-Semite, and collaborationist elements in all countries freed 


‘ or wrested from the enemy, and deprive them ofall power 


for future mischief. That, one trusts, will be an obligation 
sternly enforced on the satellite lands. In the liberated demo- 
cracies, it is to be supposed, this step will be taken without am 
admonitions from outside. In this connection some remarks 
of Tue Times Diplomatic Correspondent are very iinuch to 
the point. Discussing the position in Belgium, he warns us 
that the Degrelle Fascist party and the extreme Flemish 
Nationalists will cause trouble, either openly or, if they follow 
German instructions, in underground work “ after professing 
loyalty.” This is a danger not confined to these particular 
countries but patent. in several of the United Nations them- 
selves. The trick consists in masquerading as loyalists under 
some flamboyantly patriotic name, often exploiting some kind 
of “ex-Servicemén’s” title, and using this disguise to further (heir 
disruptive and anti-Semitic purposes. Thus is provided a rally ing 
ground for the former Nazi criminals and traitors, while ill 
informed individuals, especially those with a personal grievance, 
real or imaginary, are.easy prey. With average “ good fuck”

* regimentation,” the projects can go far. The success of these

Egypt Calls the Tune 


The Pan-Arab Conference on Arab Union is due 
« Begin at the Antoniadis Palace in Alexandria 
on September 26. Ht is stated thai. Syria will be 
represented Dy Saadullah Jabri, Prime Minister.

Replying to a recent editorial on “ Arab Unity,” 
published in Tue Times, the political correspondent 
of the Cairo At Mussawar, a leading Egyptian 
weekly, suggests that union policy should be devised 
by the Arabs themselves and should not Be dictated 
by THe Times or by Downing Street. Describing 
Tue Times as the “ mouthpiece of the Foreign 
Office.” the political correspondent of Ac Mussa- 
war adds that the most dangerous point in the 
article is the argument that “ the project for a 
‘greater Syria" will assume particular importance 
if it can be so framed as to hold out the prospects 
of fitting a national home for the Jewish people into 
the broader background of the Middle East.” 


The Thorniest Question 


The Greater Syria seheme, declares the J.T.A.'s 
Cairo correspondent, remains the thorniest question 
dividing Arab opinion, When asked what the Arab 
countries think of the plan advanced by Nuri es 
Said, Prime Minister of Iraq, the Egyptian Minister 
of Justice, Abu Alam Pasha, who has just returned 
home from Damascus, where he attended a con- 
vention of Arab jurists, evaded a clear-cut answer. 
“ Nahas Pasha’s programme providing for the 
strengthening of the economic, cultural, and social 
aks between the Arab nations met with general 
approval,” he said. The fact that Abu Alam 


Pasha omitted to mention also political a 


hig significant for the attitude taken up 
gypt. 

Cairo continues for its own pur $ to support 
the case of the Palestine Arabs. Evidence of this 
is an article published recently in Warp et Masa. 
organ of the Government. article reproaches 
the Palestine Administration for its leniency to- 
wards the terrorists. The Arabs, the article 
says, would be justified in acting in the same manner 
or even worse, but their exemplary self-restraimt 
will undoubtedly be rewarded in the end. 

The article concludes, with unintentional irony, 
by pointing owt that Arabs and Jews will be 
judged according to their record, It is inconceiv- 
abic, it declares, that the Allies who went to war 
over the of the city of Danzig (sic) should 
not be ready to take measures in favour of the 
Arab population Which is threatened in Palestine.

A Canon's Letter 


The Chairman then spoke of a letter which had 
appeared in the “ Prestwich and Whitefield Guide,” 
written by Canon Paton Williams, concerning 4a 
concert which was to have been held at the Odcon 
Cinema. Prestwich, on Sunday, Sept. 3, in aid of the 
Merchant Navy Fund and the Zebulun Seafaring 
Society. Councillor Moss described the letter as 
“ misevided and unwarrantable,”” and said it had 
implied’ that, since September 3 was to be a 
National Day of Prayer, the concert was an attempt 
to offend the Church. The concert, pointed out 
the President, had been. arranged before the 
announcement of the day of prayer, and, to illumi- 
nate this, he added that the Lord Mayor of Man- 
chester had agreed to be President of the concert 
committee and the Mayor of Salford had agreed 
to be Vice-President, while both had stated their 
intention of bemg present at the concert. 

After Councillor Moss had been to see the Canon, 
the latter had sent another letter to the paper with- 
drawing his implications. A further letter, by the 
secretary of the concert organising committec, had 
appeared, stating that as soon as it had become 
known that September 3 was to be a National Day 
of Prayer, the concert had been postponed, irre- 
spective of the publication of the Canon's letter. 

During the meeting, the Chairman announced 
that Mr. Morns Feinmann, a member of the Council 
and Chairman of the Manchester Jewish Refugees 
Committee, had died in North Africa, where he had 
gone at the request of -the Government to under- 
fake relief work. Tributes were paid to his memory 
by various speakers and a resolution of sorrow and 
sympathy was passed,

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RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION 
OF EVACUEES 


Conference in Manchester 


Jewish education has-received such a damaging 
blow that it may take years before it regains its 
pre-war position, said Dr. |. Fishman, of the Joint 
Emergency Committee, at a conference on Jewish 
evacuation problems, arranged by the J.B.C, and 
the Council of Manchester and Salford Jews and 
held at the Midland Hotel, Manchester, last week. 
Councillor A. Moss, President of the Council of 
Manchester and Salford Jews, was in the chair 

However scrious evacuation was, said Dr. Fish- 
man, their most important task would be the great 
reconstruction plan for Jewish education which 
would have to be made in accordance with the 
regulations embodied in the new Education Act. 

Speaking of child evacuation, Dr. Fishman 
expressed thanks to Jewish communities in the pro- 
vinces for the help which they had given. It made 
ome feel, he said, that the Jewish community was 
alive to the need for education 

The problem of the moment was provision for 
evacuated children for the coming Festivals. He 
hoped that those responsible in the provinces would 
see that the children got “a square deal.’ Any 
children who were billeted with non-Jews should, 
for the Festivals, be placed in Jewish homes. “ Un- 
less we keep faith with our children,” he exciaimed, 
‘they are not, when they grow up, going io keep 
faith with the Anglo-Jewish community.” 


Efficient System Set Up 


Mr. Samuel Davies, Chairman of the Evacuece 
Reception Committee of the Council of Manchester 
and Saiford Jews, said that the problem had been 
greater than had been anticipated. There had been 
no organisation to deal with the task and it had 
been carned out mainly by voluntary workers. At 
first there had been none of the necessary machinery 
available but now there was an efficient system. 

It had been found difficult to billet mothers and 
babies and young children, and the Committee had 
obtained houses for this purpose. The main 
problem now was to rebillet those evacuees who 
were unhappy in their present billets. 

In a report on the education of evacuees, Dr. I. W. 
Siotki, of the Manchester Jewish Education Board. 
said that all Jewish children billeted in Manchester 
were receiving religious instruction. In other areas 
of the North-West where there were evacuces. the 
Directors of Education were sending in lists of 
Jewish children to the Board, and provision for 
religious instruction was to be made. 

Mr. Lewis, of Shéffield, speaking of the evacuee 
position. with regard to his city, said that there 
had been many people privately billeted. The more 
wealthy were not interested in religious education. 
whereas the poorer women had asked that they be 
allowed to send their children to Cheder. 

in answer to a question by Mr. L: M. Glancy 
(Manchester), it was statéd that there were approxi- 
mately SOO known-evacuated Jewish children in the 
Manchester area, but the total number of children 
was probably nearer 1,500. 

Mr. Samuc!. Davies, answering Rabbi Dr. A. 
Altmann, Communal Rabbi of Manchester, said 
that not all the children were billeted in Jewish 
homes.

Penalties Of Disunity 


Leeds, he continued, had had to face up to a 
legacy of small groups, each pulling its own way [or 
its Own interests and petty honours, to the detr:- 
ment of the community as a whole. No blank 
was attached to anyone in particular for that state 
of affairs, but those small bodies had neither the 
will nor the means to undertake anything on a 
large scale, and just drifted aimlessly along in their 
own small grooves. Appointments of Rabbis 
Ministers, and teachers were gencrally made 
primarily with a view to economy, the result being 
that the best elements in those vital spheres were 
not attracted. Those who were appointed enjoyed 
neither the independence nor the respect due to their 
office. 

Now that a Council of Synagogues was esiab- 
lished to deal with all religious and educaticna! 
matters, it was essential that a Communal Rabbinate 
be also established as the spiritual headship of the 
community, concluded Mr. Freedman. . 

Unanimous acclamation met the proposal! to 
establish the office of Communal Rabbi. 

After some discuSsion, it was unanimously agreed 
that it was most advisable to put on a sound basis 
all ministerial and educational appointments, to eet 
the right type of teachers, and to. see that a method 
of teaching on a national basis was established.

Dr. Morris on “ Passing the Hat 
Rou 


In the Council Room of the Birmingham Hebrew 
Coneregation on Sunday, Dr. Nathan Morris, 
Education Officer of the ‘Joint Emergency Com- 
mittee, addressed a special meeting of the Council 
of the congregation and the teaching staff of the 
Hebrew School on “ The Opportunities of the new 
Education Bill.” Mr. S. P, Abrams presided. 

Dr. Morris discussed the effects of the Bill on 
the system of Jewish education and the future of 
communal life. The Bill, he said, regarded religious 
education as a continuity from childhood to man- 
hood. Religion thus attained a new dignified status 
as an integral part of education. 

After describing the opportunities afforded them 
in the Bill's Various provisions, he said that finally, 
and most important of all, there was provision for 
adult education, which had been among their chief 
failures. One of their weaknesses had been that 
Jewish parents had been apathetic and indifferent 
10 Jewish ucational values. If they wanted 
children to take up relgious education with cathu- 
siasm, they must themselves set the cxample and 
create the proper cultural environment. Any effort 
ro revive Jewrsh adult education would be encovr- 

aged by local authorities. 


Commenal Taxation Fssential 


The one condition necessary before they could 
take advantage of the opporiunities provided by 
he Bill. he concluded, was the abolition of the 
presemt degrading and humiliating method of finan- 

| admimuistration. Evacuation had once again 
emptied their coffers and to pass the hat round 
at this stage was futile.

PROGRESS OF GLASGOW’S 
AGED-HOME SCHEME 


The project tor establishing a Jewish Old Age 
Home in Glasgow took definite shape last week, 
when a meeting of representatives of the various 
Synagogues and. organisations in the city agreed to 
develop the scheme. 

Mr. Louis Shinwell (Chairman of the Provisional 
Committee which was sect up 15 months ago to 
cxamine the question) presided. As a-result of the 
Committee's investigations, he said, there was con- 
clusrve proof of the urgent need for a home for aged 
people. The aged were not desiitute, due to the 
splendid work of thé Glasgow Jewish Board of 
Guardians: but the fact that they were able to pay 
their rent and have the wherewithal to live did not 
in itself constitute a happy life. They needed regard 
for their personal comfort and an. atmosphere of 
happiness and peace. 

he Committee knew of 30 aged people in the 
oty who would avail themselyes of an institution, 
and the estimated expenditure for their maintenance 
was £2,500 per annum. The amount of the capital 
outlay would depend on the type of home that was 
proposed. 

Rabbi Kopul Rosen, Communal Rabbi, said that 
when they started such an institution, ultimately 
they would also find that they wanted:a home for 
‘ncurables as well; one would arise from the other. 
But, in his opinion, it would be a fatal blunder to 
begin the project by linking up an old age home 
with a home for incurables. He believed they should 
start a home for the aged, and then seck to develop 
a home for bedridden people, preferably somewhere 
else, although both institutions might be under the 


direction of the same organisation. 


Mr. Fred Nettler, J.P., suggested that some con- 
\ideration might be given to the question of old 
people who wanted to go to Palestine. There was 
an excellent old age home in Tel-Aviv. — 

Following further discussion, a new commiuiice 
was formed to draw up. plans for a home, launch 
an appeal for funds, and register the project under 


ihe Charities Act.

THE OPEN MIND 


‘Ben Zoma. said: 
learns from all men.” 


ho is wise ” he 


HE author of this statement lived about 1,700 
years ago, yet would be difficult to find 
advice more valuable. Life's ereatest asset is 

an open mind, and happy is he who takes Ben 
Zoma’s words to heart. There is so much to learn 
trom every experience that hic sell is the best 
university from which to graduatc. Shakespeare 
said: “ There are sermons in stones.” while Job 
deciared long ago that “ the days themscives speak.” 
One Talmudic Rabbi goes so far as to suggest that, 
had the Torah not been given, man would have 
learnt most. of the cardimal virtues from the other 
creatures that people thers carth. 

Ben Zoma was ceriainiy qualiied to issuc this 
Prescription for wisdom, tor « renowned was he 
for his scholarship that i was sand: “ He who sees 
Ben Zoma in his dream is assured of learning 
He is most remembered tor his interpretation of the 
verse, “ that thou mayest remember the day of thy 
departure from Egypt ail the days of thy life,” which 
rms embodied in the Seder rival. When he died, a 
young man Dut oid im icarning, it was sand that the 
last of the interpreters of the Law had departed 
It would seem that he had taken al! learning into his 
province, being equally at home in Hebrew wisdom 
as in Greek philosophy.

JEWISH RELIEF UNIT: 
Tasks in the Middle East 


A description of the work being done by the 
Jewish Reef Unit attached to Unrra headquarters 
in the Middle East has been given by Miss P. 
Gerson, leader of the team, to our Cairo corre- 
spondent. 

“ We have been stationed in Egypt since March 
to complete by practical training the knowledge 
sined at our training centre in London,” said Miss 
Gersta * After an mitial course in subjects affect- 
ing our future work in the Balkans, we trained 
at the Yugoslav refugee camps in the Middle East, 
where we gained practical expemence in various 
departments of refugee camp organisation. Whilst 
there, we availed ourselves of the opportunity of 
learning the Serb-Croat language through the help 
of individual teaching from refugees. 

“Our ficld work is not_at all limited to Jewish 
refugees. nor are we assigned to any determined 
group of people, for we form part of a general 
relief unut whose function it is to give service when 
and as required. Our work is voluntary; the 
requirements for admission to serve ahroad being 
physical fiiness, resourcefulness, and adaptability 
and if possible, experience in social service, an 
knowledge of first ard driving, and languages which 
would be useful assets

“ At the present time, our Jewish Relicf Unit 
is Composed of Lour women and four men, and we 
expect to go to the Balkans, once conditidns permit 
us to enter. “Our duties will include work in refugee 
camps, surveys of the needs of populations in dis- 
tress, setting up Citwens’ Advice Burcaux, and 
generally to help the civilian victims of the war to 
become useful cilizens - 

“In local camps we have come across some 10 
Jews of Yugoslavian, Austrian, and Czcecho- 
Slovakian origin who entertain the friendliest rela- 
tions with the other refugees who form the great 
majority. Our work at the camps involved heiping 
to organise milant wellare centres, schools, clothing 
distributions, and occupations which included a 
small allotment in the desert, etc. 

“ We expect a second Jewish Relief Unit to join 
us here and F showld tike to take this opportunity 
io appeal through the columns of Tue Jewisu 
CHRONICLE to the Community at home to provide 
us with more volunteers. We have urgent need ol 
them and those joining us would be able to make 
a valuable contributson to the suffering communities 
im Europe. In our experience this is absorbingly 
interesting work from which we derive valuabic 
training. Those willing to answer this appeal and 
possessing experience in youth club work, canteen 
work. and driving, languages, first aid. etc.. could 
render wus considerable assistance and we cagerry 
look forward to the arrival of more teams to jom 
our ranks.”

abroad was an almost mythical vocation, that stirred 
the mbherent courage and loyaity of those Jewish 
men and women who decided to dedicaic themselves 
to it. To-day it is right in the centre of practical 
politics, and ts making ever greater demands on its 
devotees, as the glamour of futurity has beer 
removed from 7 

Another pomt of difference between the camps 
this. year and that held last year. is that this year, 
the ‘work of the camp was shared with similar non- 
Jewish organisations. and exercises carried out wit 
realistic detail were undertaken in company with 
these groups. This lent an even more realistic aspect 
to the final traming which these people underiook 
As if to make the picture still more real, the rain 
which poured down in torrents as the camp was «' 
up, continued for several days after. The majority 
of the trainees are not so young as to brush these 
details aside with the insouciance of care-free youth. 
They are men and women, many of them of middle 
age, whose choice of this work was totally devoid 
of the impulsivencss of youth.

What is the guiding principle, what is the wunpulse 
behind this act of self-denial on the part of these 
peopic? Last year, when there were many of the 
younger men and women among the camp, who are 
now m the Services, it was obvious that enthusiasm 
for the Jewish cause was the mainspring of the 
group. The camp then, although contained a 
very comprehensive cross-section of Jewish opimmon, 
was predominantly Jewish national in character 
and the presence in it of a contingent of Habonim 
lent colour and athieticism to the genuine Palestine 
atmosphere of bronzed young men and women in 
bathing costumes, gathered round the trees to listen 
to the lectures on agriculture and rehabilitation that 
were delivered. This year, there were fewer young 
peopic, and the lectures that were given were largely 
concerhed with momediate rehet measures Child 
wellare, maternity, the study of moral welfare prob- 
lems, behaviour problems, these were some of the 
utles of the lectures given, and the medical side 
of. the work. was stressed by the emphasis laid on 
such subjects as the care of mothers, and the 
matermity course ior emergencies. 

The team that was selected at this camp hopes 
to go into action in the Balkans, or in Poland; and 
that in the not too distant future. Gratitude to 
England, gratitude that they and their children have 

en spared the unspeakable horror of their 
brethren’s fate, and a fanatical desire to save the 
remnant of European Jewry, these are the sentiments 
that motivate the members of the relief organisation 
They work willingly and happily with their non- 


Jewish counterparts; they co-operate faithfully and 


well with the authorities under whose acgis they 
are enfoltied, and im the framework of whose 
organisation they find a place. But over and above 
that, they burn with a zeal which is purely Jewnsh. 
for the wrongs that have been so tragicaily inflicted 
on Jews over a wide area of the earth's surface, 
and they work with the grimmest determina- 
tion that the end of this war must also see the end 
of the wanton persecution of the Jew im any civilised 
country. They go out as relicf workers and as an 
organised and disciplined band of tramed and 
equipped helpers. But they go out, too, as 
masssonaries in the cause of real freedore, of justice 
to the most il-used and betrayed people m the 
entire world. They know that justice to the Jew 
transcends the immediate purpose of allaying suffer- 
ing or restoring the rights of those who have been 
victimised. They know that the whele history of 
civilisation can be eprtomised in the matner in which 
their people are treated, and that the country or 
nanon that persecutes its Jewish minority thereby 
inscribes itself automatically on the roll of the 
debased and degraded enemies of mankind. 

It is for this reason that the Jewish side of their 
work is so emphatically insisted upon, and that the 
relief workers willingly and unanimously discipline 
themselves over and above the restrictions and 
inhibitions and hardships of their vocation by 


insisting on the most rigid Jewish observance in then 


camp.

CAREERS ADVICE 


The Institution of Gas Engineers appointed a sub- 
committee in 1942, through tts Gas Education Com- 
mittee, to discuss the question of drafting a course 
of study for an Associate membership examination.
